Gentlemen : I respectively submit the following report of the activ- 
ities of the health department for the fiscal year 1922. On account 
of the limited appropriation for the printing of the annual report, it 
has again been found necessary to omit from the report much valuable 
information and data which in former years has been furnished. 

Part I. 

PUBLIC HEALTH IN THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA DURING THE 

CALENDAR YEAR 1921. 

In the appendix of the report will be f oimd certain detailed statistics 
relating to births, stillbirths, deaths, and cases of reportable diseases. 
This appendix must be referred to for information not found in the 
body of the report. 

POPULATION. 

The estimated population of the District of Colmnbia, as compiled 
by tl^e United States Bureau of the Census, for the year 1921 is 
454,026, the whites numbering 341,662 and the colored 112,364. 
The birth rates, stillbirth rates, death rates, and morbidity rates for 
the calendar year 1921 are based on this population.

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STATISTICS OF ILLNESS AND DEATHa 

General mortality. — ^It is very gratifying to note that 406 less deaths 
occurred during the calendar vear 1921 than during the preceding 
year. The total number of deaths recorded during the year just 
closed was 6,057, of which 3,978 were white and 2,079 colored. 
These figures show a death rate of 13.34, which is the lowest rate 
ever recorded in this District. The lowest previous record was in 
1919, when the death rate was 13.99.

In view of the continued prevalence of rabies in the District of 
Columbia, the commissioners on June 17, 1921, renewed, their proc- 
lamation requiring the muzzling of all dogs nmning at large. The 
proclamation became effective July 9, 1921, and continued tor a pe- 
riod of three months only instead of one year as previously.

1 The totals in this table include for the year 1921, 135 cases, and 1922, 178 cases, reported from the various 
military cantonments located within the District of Columbia. 

Smallpox hospitaly quarantine siationj and leper hospital, — ^During 
the fiscal year 1922, the smallpox hospital cared for 84 patients. 
The institution was in active opera'tion 242 days, the total number of 
patient days service rendered being 881. The average stay of each 
patient was 10.5 days. 

The quarantine station was in active operation 78 days ai»d during 
that time cared for 56 inmates. The total number of inmate-days 
service rendered was 236. The average stay of each inmate was 4 
days. 

Leper hospital, — This institution was not in active operation during 
the nscal year. No lepers were found in the District of Columbia 
during the year requiring the opening of the institution which has 
now been closed since March 5, 1921, when the two lepers which were 
there at that time were removed to the national leprosarium at 
Carville, La. 

Ambulance service, — During the fiscal year, 444 patients suffering 
from minor contagious diseases were removed in tnis ambulance to 
the contagious disease hospital for treatment. Patients suffering 
from smallpox were, as heretofore, removed to the smallpox hospit^ 
in the ambulance provided for that purpose.

Typhoid fever, — It is felt that special mention should be made of 
the typhoid fever outbreak which resulted from a supper given on 
April 27, 1922, at one of the local churches. As a result of this 
supfjer, 46 cases of typhoid fever were reported with 2 deaths. In 
the investigation of this outbreak, it was discovered that everyone 
of the persons made sick had partaken at the supper of either '^po- 
tato salad ^' or *'cold slaw^' or Iboth. In continuing the investigation 
to determine the origin of the disease, it was further discovered 
that two women who prepared the articles of food mentioned were 
typhoid ^^ carriers. '^ This fact was clearly demonstrated by labora- 
tory tests which were made. One of these '^carriers'' is saia to have 
had typhoid fever 14 years ago and the other had an attack of which 
was said to be 'intermittent fever'' about 10 years ago which was 
sufficiently severe to confine her to bed for seven weeks. The recent 
laboratory findings would indicate that the attack was one of typhoid 
and not ^'intennittent fever.'' The typhoid '' carrier" is recognized 
as a distinct menace in any comniimity and the problem is one that 
every health department is endeavor&ig to solve in a satisfactory 
manner. 

Disinfecting service, — One thousand nine hundred and ninety-four 
premises were disinfected during the year and 920 articles exposed 
to infection on such premises, or in some other way, were disin- 
fected at the disinfecting station. The terminal fumigation of prem- 
ises after the occurrence of contagious diseases is regarded by the 
health authorities of many of the large cities throughout the country 
as of doubtful benefit. Consequently, the service has been discon- 
tinued by them. Experience oi these cities tends to show that con- 
tagious diseases are no more prevalent since the fumigation of prem- 
ises has been discontinued than was the case prior to that time. 
A thorough cleaning of the premises seems to meet all requirements. 
While the health department still continues the practice of terminal 
fumigation, it is seriously considering abandoning this work. This 
step, however, will not be taken until the department has most 
carefully considered the matter and feels justified in making the 
change. 

Public crematorium. — ^This institution is almost self-sustaining. 
The total cost of operation during the fiscal year was $2,129.09. 
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The fees collected from private cremations amounted to $1,675, l^ie 
actual cost of operation to the District was, therefore, only $454.09. 
The institution nas now been in operation 14 years and is in n^d 
of some repairs. Estimates to cover the cost of these repairs were 
included in the annual estimates of the department. 

Bacteriological laboratory, — ^The work in this laboratory increased 
very much during the fiscal year just closed. During the year 18,065 
specimens of various kinds were examined. These included 13,795 
cultures for the diagnosis of diptheria, 746 of which were primary 
positives, a number of tests were made to determine the vnrulency 
of these organisms. Sputum examinations to the number of 1,509 
were made to determine the presence of the tubercle bacilli. In 
343 instances the organism of tuberculosis was demonstrated. Two 
hundred and sixty-three specimens of feces and urine were examined 
for the typhoid organism, and in 29 instances this organism was 
isolated. 

Serological laboratory. — The amount of work done in this labora- 
tory showed a marked increase over the preceding year. During 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1922, 5,321 specimens were examined 
as against 3,856 last year. Of these specimens examined, 3,801 
were for the Wassermann reaction. Eight hundred and ninety-five 
reacted positively and 2,908 gave negative results. The examination 
of 593 blood specimens by the Widal reaction for the diagnosis of 
typhoid fever resulted in 75 positive findings. The examination of 
135 specimens of blood for the malaiial parasite resulted in the 
finding of t^e Plasmodium of the benign tertian type in but 2 cases. 

Bathing j^ols. — Close supervision has been maintained over the 
public bathmg pools throurfiout the city, except in the case of the 
bathing beach at the Tidal Basin, which is under Federal supervision 
and control. A marked improvement in the bacteriological purity 
of the water in the various pools has been noted. Persons responsi- 
ble for the condition of the pools have been impressed witn the 
importance of keeping the water in a safe and cleanly condition for 
bathing purposes and nave manifested a disposition to cooperate with 
the department in its efforts to protect tnose who frequent these 
places. 

Welh and water supplies, — Samples of water from public and 
private wells to the number of 448 were examined. Samples of 
water from common carriers engaged in interstate traffic have been • 
collected, examined, and the result of examination commimicated to 
the Surgeon General of the United States Public Health Service for 
his information, this oflScial having jurisdiction over the water supply 
used by common carriers in interstate traffic. The analysis of the 
samples showed the water in several instances to be badly contami- 
nated and unfit for drinking purposes. Prompt steps were taken by 
the Surgeon General to make the water supply safe. 

Theaters.— During the year a number oi^ tests were made to deter- 
mine the purity of the atmosphere in the various playhouses through** 
out the city. In eight instances the air was found impure. The 
proprietors of these establishments took prompt steps to improve 
the ventilating devices in use to meet the requirements of the health 
department. 

MUJc and creaTn, — ^As heretofore sj)ecial attention has been given to 
the milk and cream supply. While the present supply is of a 
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good quality, it is believed it can be still further improved if the 
passage of the milk legislation now pending in Congress can be secured. 

Diphtheria antitoxin. — Diphtheria antitoxin wasliberally distributed 
during the year for use in cases of patients who were unable to 
purchase it without financial hardship. Approximately 3,000,000 
units of antitoxin were dispensed. A number of samples of antitoxin 
were examined in the serological laboratory to determine their pUrity 
and potency. 

Dispensaries, — ^Tuberculosis division: The records show an in- 
creased amount of work done during the fiscal year just ended. Nine 
hundred and f ortv examinations were made as against 909 during the 
previous year. The total number of visits made by patients to the 
clinic was 5,447. The nurses connected with the climc made a total 
of 5,321 visits to the homes of patients. One thousand and forty- 
five X-ray examinations were made. The work of this clinic has 
been serioi^ly handicapped bv lack of adequate appropriation. 
Repeated errorts have been made to secure a more liberal appropria- 
tion but without success. It is not possible to maintain this service 
in an effective and satisfactory manner with the small amount of 
money now available for the purpose. 

Venereal disease division: What has been said of the tuberculosis 
clinic about the insufficient funds applies with equal force to the 
venereal disease clinic. The demands upon the venereal disease 
clinic have increased during the past year. During the year 1,797 
patients were admitted; 1,645 Wassermann examinations were made 
and 3,171 salvarsan injections given. The total number of visits 
made by patients to the clinic was 10,420. It is interesting to note 
that of the patients admitted during the year 69 were under 5 years 
of age, and 103 between the ages oi 6 and 15 years. 

The bill for the control of venereal diseases in the District of 
Columbia, which has been referred to in previous reports, has never 
been enacted into law. The measure is still pending m Congress, and 
it is earnestly hoped that some legislation on this most important 
subject will be passed during the current session of Congress. 

MEDICAL AND DENTAL INSPECTION OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

A detailed report covering the operation of the medical and dental 
inspection services, including the work performed by the school 
nurses and at the dental clinics will, as heretofore, be found in the 
report of the board of education. 

During the school year 1921-22, the medical inspectors made 6,325 
visits to school buildings and 286 visits to the homes of pupils. The 
total number of examinations made of pupils for various purposes was 
31,765. Of this number, 6,402 were found to be suffering from 
paysical defects, and appropriate treatment was recommended. In 
3,389 instances exclusion from school was recommended. Six hun- 
dred and ninety-three applicants were physically examined to deter- 
mine their fitness for teacJiing positions. 

All graduates from the normal schools were given a physical exami- 
nation before graduating. The examination of these pupils resulted 
in the correction of the great majority of physical defects which were 
found to bepresent among those about to enter the public scnools as 
teachers. Tnese examinations have resulted in a higher standard of 
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health and eflEiciency among the teachers than has been the case in the 
past. 

One hundred and sixteen pupils were mentally and physically ex- 
amined to determine the advisability of se^egation in special schools. 
Of these 56 per cent were reoommended for transfer to special classes. 
Seven per cent were f Qund to be noneducable and recommendation for 
exclusion from public schools was made. 

Eleven hundred and thirty-four applicants for permits to work, 
under the provision of the child labor law, were examined, resulting 
in the finding of 36.9 per cent of th6 applicants with physical defects 
warranting granting of temporary permits pending the correction of 
such defects. The great majority of the applicants had their defects 
corrected and were subsequently granted regular permits. 

Fourteen nutrition classes were conducted in certain schools, both 
white and colored. These classes were maintamed with the assist- 
ance and cooperation of the Association for the Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis, who furnished paid nutrition workers and all necessary blanks 
and material. The Red Cross also furnished one worker. Tne main- 
tenance of these nutrition classes was only made possible by the assist- 
ance of the organization referred to. Tae pupils in these classes made^ 
a total gain of 1,017 pounds, or an average of 3.4 pounds per pupil. 
The harmful effect on the children in the public schools oi daylight 
saving as practiced in the District of Columbia this year seems to be 
reflected in the loss of weight noted in many of those pupils who bad 
previous to the adoption of the daylight schedule made satisfactory 
gains in weight. 

Dental inspection, — ^The dental inspectors examined 19,118 pupils 
during the year; 87 per cent were found to have dental defects. Four 
dental clinics were operated throughout the year. Three thousand 
one hundred and thirty-one pupils availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to have their dental defects corrected. More of these clinics 
are needed, and it is hoped that the appropriation for the next fiscal 
year will provide for an extension of tne service. 

School nurses, — ^These nurses made 4,573 visits to schools, 8,337 
visits to homes of pupils, and 1,665 visits to clinics and cooperative 
agencies.

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The food-inspection service has been very active during the year 
A total of 112,417 inspections were made, which shows an increase of 
13,512 over the preceding year. 

SlaughterJiouses. — The 11 slaughterhouses in the District were 
inspected 291 times during the year. Twelve thousand eight hun- 
dred and thirty-four cattle, 11,263 sheep, 6,731 calves, and 58,450 
ho^ were inspected at time of inspectors visits. 

The active work of this bureau has resulted in a much better 
quality of foodstuffs being offered and sold to the public. More 
inspectors are needed to increase the efficiency of the service, and it 
is hoped provision for an increased force will be made in the appro- 
priation act for the next year. 

BUREAU OF SANITARY INSPECTION. 

General nuisance inspection, — Nine thousand three hundred and 
eighty-seven complaints were acted upon during the fiscal year, neces- 
sitating 13,673 inspections to be made. Twenty-four thousand three 
hundred and fourteen official calls were made for the service of 
notices outside of assigned inspection districts. 

The total number of official visits of all kinds made by the sanitary 
inspectors during the fiscal year was approximately 75,427. 

Violations of the laws and regulations for the prevention and 
abatement of nuisances were reported in 13,002 instances. Failure 
to abate nuisances within the time allowed resulted in prosecution 
being instituted in 888 instances. Disposition of these cases resulted 
as follows: Nolle prossed 851, personal bonds 2, collateral forfeited 
21, acquitted 10, fines imposed in 3 cases. The remaining case was 
still pending at the close of the y^ar. 

Under the abatement of nuisances by the assessment system, 
646 notices were served on nonresident owners for the abatement 
of nuisances on property owned by them in the District of Columbia. 
In all but 11 cases the nuisances were abated by the owners. 

Enforcement of the weed law. — One thousand nine hundred and 
sixty- three notices were served during the jear under the provisions 
of the weed law. It h«,s heretofore been pointed out that the absence 
of adequate means for the enforcement of this law leads to much 
unjust criticism of the health department. No serious attempt to 
enforce the weed law can be made unless sufficient funds are provided 
to enable the department to employ a special corps of inspectors 
who will be available for service d.uring the entire weed season. 
Efforts have been repeatedly made to secure a special appropriation 
for this purpose but without success.

Privaie hospitals and a^lum^, — Two licensees were issued during 
the year to maintain private hospitals, one being for the treatment 
of human beings and tne other for the treatment of domestic animals. 

EIGHT-HOUR FEMALE LABOR LAW. 

Up to June 30, 1922, 2,039 establishments, coming within the 
purview of the 8-hour female labor law were registered and classified 
in the District of Columbia. During the year 119 complaints were 
acted upon and 1,141 official calls made. Twenty-four prosecutions 
were instituted and disposed of as follows: Nolle prossed 1, personal 
bonds 4, collateral forfeited 13, fines imposed 5, and acquitted 1. 
The amount of fines and forfeitures was $390. 

CHILD WELFARE SOCIETY. 

The work of the society materially increased during the year just 
closed. The total number of children admitted to the several 
welfare stations was 4,197, an increase of 389 over the preceding year. 
The total cost of operation of the entire service for the year was 
$31,054.39. Of this amount $18,000 was appropriated by Congress; 
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the remaining $13,054.39 was made up by private subscriptions.

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THE POUND SEBVIGE. 

During the fiscal year the poundmaster captured 2,207 dogs found 
running at large and 89-7 dogs were surrendered to him for destruction 
or observation. In addition to these, 30 horses, 3 mules, 1 goat, and 
3 cows were impounded. Two thousand three hundred and sixteen 
cats were surrendered to the poundmaster for destruction. The total 
number of animals of all kinds handled at the pound was 5,487. 

The following disposition was made of the animals impounded. All 
horses, mules, goats, and cows were redeemed by the owners. One 
thousand eight himdred and fifty-nine dogs were killed and 616 
redeemed. Four hundred and eighty-three dogs were sold and 155 
returned to owner after period of observation had expired. All the 
cats were destroyed. 

BUREAU OF ADMINISTRATION. 

Co?responden€e and files. — Eleven thousand and thirty-eight letters 
and 6,849 oral complaints were received dimng the year. Thirteen 
thousand nine hundred and fifty-five letters were sent out by the 
department and 2,105 special reports were entered and filed.
